Ed board to recommend 
raising CSI faculty salaries 

' Lawmakers mixed on college pay raise issue

TWIN FALLS - Keeping faculty 
salaries at the College of Southern Idaho 
-competitive with other Western states 
has become a priority for college admin- 
istrators, who have learned CSI instruc- 
tors- have fallen below average on the 
pay scale. 

CSI’s starting salary remains competi- 
tive, but its annual faculty pay has fallen 
about $1,100 below the average of 52 col- 
leges in the Rocky Mountain States 
Community College Association. 

Salt Lake Community College’s Office 
of Business Affairs prepared the salary 
survey, but CSI released only informa- 
tion about itself and group averages to 
The Tima-Naus. The report, and its data 
about other schools, is considered confi- 
dential, CSI President Jerry 
Meyerhocffer said.

Defense to emphasize Nichols was with family at bombing rime

DENVER — Now for Act Two. 

Three months after Timothy McVeigh 
was sentenced to death for the Oklahoma 
City bombing, his alleged partner, Tcny 
Lynn Nichols, goes on trial Monday, start- 
ing with what is expected to be a lengthy 
jury-selection process. 

Nichols, 42, faces the same murder and 
conspiracy charges on which McVeigh 
was convicted in connection with the 
death of 168 people. But for a number of 
reasons, this trial seems likely to be a 
very different event. 

This time, the. prosecution has a weak- 
er case, starting with the fact that 
Nichols was at home with his family in

Minority homeownership climbs 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) - As 
die nation’s housing market contin- 
ues to grow under a strong econo- 
my, there's a trend emerging: more 
minorities and inunigrams are buy- 
ing their own homes. 

[ Minority households have grown 

to account for nearly 30 percent of 
die nation’s new homeowners and 
in many areas are anchoring the 
first-time home-buyer market, 
according to an annual Harvard 
University housing study. 

“What many forecasters have 
failed to recognize is the emer- 
gence of tliis important minority 
homc-huying market," said 
William Apgar, executive direc- 


tor of Harvard's Joint Center for 
Housing Studies. 

But at the same time, as gov- 
ernment restructures welfare 
and housing assistance programs, 
conditions are worsening for low- 
income families unable to buy- 
in to the market. 

Drawn by their search for bet- 
ter-quality schools and services, 
residents of cities continue to 
migrate to the suburbs, leaving 
behind low-income renters whtr 
cannot afford to buy, according 
to the study, released Monday. 

About 74 percent of rural and 
suburban families own their own 
homes while only 49 percent of 


city households are owned by 
those who live there. 

The study warns that cutbacks 
in federal housing assistance 
could prompt owners of subsi- 
dized homing — including hous- 
ing agencies — to sdl their prop- 
erties. It also stresses the impor- 
tance of programs that help for- 
mer welfare recipients who are 
now working to pay rent. 

Overall, the housing economy is 
far better than economic forecast- 
ers expected, with 3-4 "miHion new 
homeowners in the past three years 
— pushing the national homcowo- 
ership rate to a near-peak level of 
65.4 percent of households.

Affirmative action faces major test New computer, eager 

New Jersey teachers’ discrimination battle reaches Supreme Court . Crewman arrive at Mir 


PISCATAWAY, N.J, (AP) — 
Affirmative action allowed Debra 
' Williams to keep her job. It also 
raised her blood pressure, corrod- 
ed relationships with colleagues 
and, by her own reckoning, made 
her feci worthless 

The black high school business 
teacher became a reluctant symbol 
of racial detision-making when the 
Piscataway school board, needing 
to lay off one teacher, dismissed a 
white instructor deemed equally 
qualified. 

Sharon Taxman, hired to the 
same department on the same day 
as Ms. Williams, lost her job in 
1989 because of an affirmative 
action policy that urged retaining 
minorities, all other things being 
equal 

She filed a discrimination com- 
plaint that has reached the U.S. 
Supreme Court in what legal schol- 
ars say could become a landmark 
test of affirmative action. 

The court is expected to hear 
Mrs. Tasman's complaint by year's 
end. She got her job back in 1992 
but continued her pursuit of back 


Whatever the court decides, 
Mrs. Taxman, 50, and Ms. 
Williams, 45, who work in adjoin- 
ing offices but rarely speak, have 
been scarred for life. 

Mrs. Taxman has withdrawn 
from colleagues and extracurricu- 
lar activities, refusing to discuss her 
case with anyone but family and 
her lawyer. For her, says attorney 
Steven E. Klausner, the 8 1/2-year- 
old case has become “depressing'’ 

Ms Williams, on the other hand, 
has thrown herself into graduate 
school, a full course load and vol- 
untcerism, waging a crusade to 
prove she wasn’t kept as a teacher 
just because she was black.

Piscataway, a central New 
Jersey township of strip malls, 
industrial parks and 47,000 resi- 
dents, has a reputation for radal 
harmony, with healthy percent- 
ages of blacks, Hispanics, Indians 
and Asian-Americans.

“It was an educational derision, 
not a legal one," Knise said. 
“Educationally, I still believe in it." 

The board has since deleted lan- 
guage about minority hiring from 
its policy manual but defends its 
derision to resort to race after find- 
ing the two women equally quali- 
fied. 

“Race was not the most impor- 
tant thing," board lawyer David B.

Reno choice LaBella brings feisty 

, _ - ^ activist who started the ATDS 

presence to campaign fund probe 


When Attorney General Janet 
Reno was looking for a prosecutor 
to kick-start the federal review 
into fund raising by the Clinton- 
Gore campaign of 1996, she 
reached across the United States 
to pluck the No. 2 man in her San 
Diego office. 

Although well-known in prosecu- 
torial arcles, Charles G. LaBella is 
short of being a household name, 
which provoked one headline writer 
to ask “Who Is Charles LaBella?” 

That’s a fair question, since 
LaBella is suddenly the U.S. 
Department of Justice's point man 
in what could be the political scan- 
dal of the decade reaching directly 
into the White House. His job — 
for the next 90 days at least — is to 
find out who asked for money and 
where, and who gave money and 
why, and whether any laws were 
broken. 

Reno retains final authority over 
whether to ask for a special prose- 
cutor, or whether to escalate the 
look-see into a full-blown, in-house 
criminal investigation. But it is a 
good bet that Reno will roly heavi- 
ly on LaBclla’s judgment 

The man on whose judgment the 
near-term future of the president 
and the vice president may reside 
is a 46-year-old career federal pros- 
ecutor, a registered nonpartisan, a 
Jesuit-educated workaholic with 
an abiding interest in big-ticket 
cases of political corruption and in 
unraveling the secrets within 
secrets of such cases. 

He is blunt spoken and not dub- 
by. His idea of fun is lifting weights 
or playing the drums. He makes 
decisions and does not suffer 
.regrets. 

The word most often used to 
describe him is intense. Second 
'place goes to street-fighter. 

*1 am intense," LaBella said 


from his temporary office in 
Washington. “When I'm working, 1 
drive people hard. I step on toes. I 
get the job done. Defense attor- 
neys get peeved at me. I’rosecutors 
get peeved at me. A lot of people 
get annoyed at me, but my entire 
focus is getting to the merits of the 
case and finding out, one way or 
another, what the truth is." 

He has prosecuted a load of drug 
and organized crime cases, but the 
two biggest cases of liis career were 
political corruption cases: the rack-

electing trial of Imdda Marcos and 
arms dealer Adnan Kashoggi in 
New York, and die bribery trial in 
San Diego of three former judges 
and a liighflying aril litigator.

Robert Fcllmcth, law professor 
at the University of San Diego, said 
LaBclla’s reputation in legal aides 
for aggressiveness and expansive- 
ness in his use of die law may serve 
him and Reno well in the event he 
decides there is not enough evi- 
dence in the fund-raising scandal 
to proceed to the next level of 
investigation. 

“LaBella is a stereotypical New 
Yorker I le's aggressive, he’s an out- 
sider, and he doesn’t care what you 
think about tiim,” Fcllmcth said. “If 
he says it (criminality in the fund- 
raising case) is not there, you have 
to believe him, because lie is one of 
diose prosecutors who likes to find 
somediing to prosecute." 

LaBella is blunt about the 
prospect of taking political flak 
regardless of what kind of recom- 
mendation he gjyus to Reno. 

"Whatever I do, I’m a schmuck," 
he says, invoking a New York collo- 
quialism. “I am handle it. It’s my 
job."

Using line-item veto could prove messy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Clinton pledged to use 
his line-item veto powers energeti- 
cally to eliminate wasteful pork- 
barrel projects. But the politics of 
canceling key lawmakers’ pet pro- 
jects could complicate the pork 
chopping. 

Decision time is fast approach- 
ing. Clinton already lias on his 
desk the first of 13 big spending 
bills for the fiscal year starting 
Wednesday; a S9.2 billion military 
construction bill that critics claim 
• is laden with scores of such pro- 
jects. 

Within its pages is potential pork 
supported by, among others, House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, Senate 
Majority Leader Trent Lou and 
the minority leader, Tom Daschle, 
and Democratic powerhouse Sen. 
Robert C. Byrd. 

A S247.7 billion appropriations 
bill to fund most other Pentagon 
programs also was finished by 
Congress late last week and is 
headed Clinton’s way. 

Putting the president under 
additional pressure is a letter from 
Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., outlin- 
ing 129 “unnecessary' construction 
projects" in the military construc- 
tion bill not requested by the 
Pentagon. 

"It would send a pointed mes- 
sage to Congress from the com- 
mander-in-chief that this waste- 
ful spending of defense dollars 
must stop," McClain wrote to 
the president. The Arizona 
Republican, a senior member of 
the' Senate Armed Services 
Committee, estimated the bill 
contains about SI billion worth 
of “pork." 

■ Clinton, as had Republican 
Presidents Reagan and Bush 
before him, eagerly sought the 
ability to eliminate individual pro- 
jects, “line items," from spending 
and some tax bills. 

The president made tlte repub. 
lie’s first use of the power in 
August, striking three relatively 
obscure measures from a landmark 
five-year balanced-budget and tax- 
cut plan. He pledged to use the 
veto aggressively this fall on the 
spending bills.

track” trade legislation through 
Congress. The bill contains S36 mil- 
lion in low-priority Mississippi mili- 
tary construction projects that 
Clinton’s hudget did not request. 

Lott helped get into the main 
defense bill another S736 million 
for shipyards in his state. 

What about a S&.S million fire- 
crash rescue station and a $5.2 mil- 
lion "aviation support facility,” 
both at Ellsworth Air Force Base in 
Rapid City, SIX, and supported by- 
Daschle? 

And does Clinton want to elimi- 
nate the $470 million Gingrich got 
into the main defease spending bill 
for Lockheed Martin to build cargo 
planes in his home district at 
Marietta Ga?

“These are going to be some 
unusually personal decisions” for 
the president, said a White House 
aide who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 

Clinton has'not yet met with his 
staff to discuss possible line-item 
veto targets but could do so within 
a week, aides said. 

He has 10 days to decide 
whether to sign a spending bill 
after it arrives, then another five to 
deride whether to line-item veto 
any of its provisions. 


CIA to bar agents from lobbying White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Stung 
"by disclosures that CIA agents 
lobbied the White House’on 
behalf of a businessman with a 
shady reputation, the nation's spy 
' agency is drafting regulations to 
curtail such practices. 

The proposals by CIA Director 
George Tenet come in the wake 
of colorful and sometimes embar- 
rassing testimony to a Senate 
committee investigating cam- 
paign finance irregularities. 
Unresolved by the testimony — 
and being examined by the CIA’s- 
inspector general — is whether 
Tenet or other CIA higher-ups 
knew about the in-house lobby- 
ing. 

Witnesses depicted CIA agents 
lobbying the White House for 
Roger Tamraz, a Lebanese- 
American oil man and banker 
who helped tlte CIA for years but 
also faced embezzlement charges 
in Lebanon; told of two agents 
who retired into lucrative con- 
sulting contracts with Tamraz; 
and detailed bow the Democratic 
Party chief, Don Fowler, elicited

a favorable CIA report on 
Tamraz. 

In response, director Tenet 
sent the Senate Intelligence 
Commit-tee it confidential report 
whose basic elements were 


described to The Associated 
-Press by senior committee mem- 
bers. 

“If it!s true that an outside per- 
son (Fowler) can call and talk to a 
control person at CIA and get 
information, that’s a serious fact 
which shows we’ve got a counter- 
intelligence vulnerability,” said 
Bob Kerrey, D-Ncb., the panel’s 
vice chairman. Tenet “certainly 
recognizes it as a potential vul- 
nerability.” 

As described by Kerrey and 
the intelligence committee 
chairman, Sen. Richard Shelby, 
K-Ala., Tenet’s report seeks to 
restrict CIA agents’ responses 
to political requests, tighten 
rules requiring agents to tell 
superiors of attempts at improp- 
er influence and limit the hiring 
of CIA retirees by former con- 
tacts. The hiring limitation cov- 
ers not only foreign employers 
but U.S. firms doing business 
overseas. 

The Senate campaign finance 
investigation lias focused on 
alleged abuses by the Clinton- 


Gore re-election team. But law- 
makers of both panics say they- 
are concerned by the CIA’s 
apparent willingness to do favors 
for one of its information sources 
— even favors with a decidedly 
political spin. 

When CIA agents responded 
favorably to Democratic National 
Committee Chairman Fowler in 
the fall of 1995,,they already had 
been lobbying vigorously for 
months in Tamraz’ s behalf with 
officials at the White House, the 
Department of Energy' and other 
agencies. 

“This one here is an amazing 
story,” said Sen. Fred Thomp- 
son, R-Tenn., chairman of the 
Senate Governmental Affairs 
Committee, conducting the 
campaign finance investiga- 
tion. 

Sen. Robert Torricelli, D-N.J., 
told Tamraz, “You have succeed- 
ed in getting a degree of coopera- 
tion from the Central Intelligence 
Agency that would make most 
members of the United States 
Senate jealous." 


‘The Peacemaker’ makes box-office debut at No. 1 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
DreamWorks SKG’s first movie,

That was somewhat weak given

It was the first feature film for 
the new studio founded by Steven 
Spielberg, Jeffrey Katzenlwrg and 
David Geffen. 

“We’re just really happy because 
of die competition and the market- 
place,” said Jim Tharp, head of dis- 
tribution at DreamWorks. "The 
industry took in over S65 million 
litis weekend." 

Pop music's Kenneth “Babyfnce" 
Edmonds nearly upset the 
Hollywood big shots with “Soul 
Food," his first turn as movie pro- 
ducer. 

Starring Vanessa Williams, the 
film about an embattled Chicago 


family opened at 1,338 locations 
and grossed $11.4 million. It led all 
new movies with a pcr-scrcen aver- 
age of $8,496 average. “The 
Peacemaker," playing at 2,362 
locations, had an average of $5306. 

“Soul Food" proves that star-dri- 
ven films aren’t the only success 
story anymore, industry analyst 
David Davis said. “It’s the buzz and 
word of mouth more and more," he 
said.

~ NEW YORK(AP) — Ted Turner’s 
going to have to get busy on his quest 
to dun other wealthy people into giv- 
ing some of their bucks to charity — 
not only are the rich getting richer, 
there's more of them. 

Forbes magazine said Sunday its 
annual list of the United States’ 400 
richest people has 170 billionaires 
• this year, up from 135 last year. 

In 1982, the first year of the 
Forbes 400, only 13 of them were 
billionaires. 

There were three Utahns on the 
list: Jon Huntsman, the chemical 
and plastics magnate, worth approx- 
imately S3 billion; medical devices 
manufacturer James L Sorenson, 
worth some S2 billion, and Robert 
Earl Holding, who made his fortune 
in real estate and gas stations, 
worth about S780 million. 

Microsoft Corp. Chairman Bill 
Gates tops the list for the fourth 
consecutive year, again followed 
by savvy investor Warren Buffett. 

Gates’ net worth more than dou- 
bled to S39.8 billion last year — a 
rate of $400 million per week — 
while Buffett gained $6 billion to 
climb to S21 billion, Forbes said in* 
its Oct. 13 issue. 

Turner, who believes the highly 
publicized list deters people on it 
from donating their money, ranks 
28th at S3.5 billion. 

The cable TV and CNN pioneer 
who is now vice chairman of Time 
Warner Inc on Sept 18 pledged $1 
billion to create a new foundation 
to benefit U.N. causes. ) 

He said at the time that he plans 
to pass the hat among his peers to 
raise even more money for his 
foundation. 

“If you’re rich, you can expect a 
letter or a call from me,” he said. 

Turner, who lias complained that 
Gates and' Buffett hoard their 
money, said he intended to push 
himself down on die Forbes list with 
the U.N. pledge. But die magazine 
said it won’t demote him until the 
exact amount of lus donation is dear. 

Giving up the full SI billion all at 
once would drop him to 55th on the 
list, Forbes said. 

High-tech industry captains hold 
most of die list’s top spots. Of die first 
five, only Buffett did not make his 
fortune in a computer-related field.

With a mighty roar; Sotheby’s set 
to auction Tyrannosaurus rex bones 


NEW YORK (AP) — Forget the 
Picassos, Von Goghs or Jackie O's 
high-class garage sale. Auctioneers 
have something REALLY big to 
put on the block now — a 65-mil- 
lion -year-old antique expected to 
sell for more than SI million. 

The 50-foot-jong fossil skele- 
ton of a Tyrannosaurus rex 
named Sue, slated for sale at 
Sotheby’s this week, drew poten- 
tial buyers and plain old curiosi- 
ty seekers Saturday eager for a 
look. 

“This dinosaur is a world trea- 
sure, something so irreplaceable,” 
said David Redden, executive vice 
president of Sotheby’s. “We have 
never sold anything of this impor- 
tance, and nobody else has 
either.” 

Sue appears to have been an 
exceptionally scrappy T-rex. 
Virtually complete, her skeleton 
includes a tooth fragment from a 
rival T-rex embedded in a rib, and 
a gouge on the side of her skull, a 
wound that may have caused her 
death. 

Her lower left jaw is crushed, 
and she suffered a broken leg. 

It took Sotheby’s more than 
eight hours to transport the skele- 
ton 38 blocks from a warehouse to 
its main showroom on Manhattan’s 
East.Sidc. 

“She’s more fragile than the 
most fragile piece of glass,” 
Redden said, showing off the T-rex 
set on a blue foam bed. “This is the 
most complete of any T-rex yet 
recovered.” 

Sue’s new owners have a giant 
reconstruction job facing them. 
Most of her more than 400 bones 
are carefully packed in field boxes, 
wrapped in plaster casts. 

The head, the size of two clothes 
dryers, requires a cleaning, 
encrusted with the rock and sedi-. 
mem. 

Sotheby’s has auctioned yachts, 
homes and estates, but never any- 
thing in their main showroom of 
Sue’s magnitude, Redden said, 
adding that most T-rex skeletons 
are only 40 to 50 percent com- 
plete. 



The female T-rex was discovered 
in 1990 by Sue Hendrickson, who 
was walking on a Cheyenne River 
Reservation ranch in South Dakota, 
owntd by Maurice Williams. 

Sotheby’s is selling the fossil on 
behalf of Williams, a Sioux Indian. 
But proceeds will be held in a trust 
by the federal government, which 
has claimed the dinosaur because 
it was found on land under federal 
jurisdiction. 

The government seized the 
skeleton in 1992 from Peter L. 
Larson, the commercial fossil deal- 
er who excavated it, saying Larson' 
lacked spedal permits needed for 
such an excavation. 

Larson subsequently was con- 
victed on charges unrelated to 
Sue’*)' excavation, including fail- 
ure to declare money to customs 
agents and stealing fossils from 
sites in Montana and South 
Dakota. He ended a two-year 
sentence at a federal prison

IRS horror stories: 
It’s time to clean house 


The horror stories told last week to 
the Senate Finance Committee about 
abuses of power by the Internal Rev- 
enue Service did not all come from 
victimized taxpayers. Present and for- 
mer agency employees, some of them 
speaking with their voices disguised, 
provided insights that powerfully sup- 
ported the grievous accounts given by 
some who had run afoul of the IRS. 

For whatever reason - ambition, vin- 
dictiveness. ignorance or plain internal 
muddle - IRS employees have inexcus- 
ably hounded and harassed taxpayers 
who had broken no laws or, at worst, 
had simply misunderstood confusing 
tax rules. In perhaps the most shocking 
revelation of all, one IRS agent alleged 
the service sometimes fabricated evi- 
dence to I* lister its claims. 

Michael P. Dolan, the acting IRS 
commissioner, has apologized for 
these misdeeds and promised speedy 
reforms to protect taxpayers’ rights. 
Among them will be suspension of a 
requirement that few people outside 
the service probably knew about: rev- 
enue goals tliat are set for specific IRS 
districts, with district offices ranked 
on the basis of what they collect. That 
is inevitably a prescription for pursu- 
ing the collection -quotas that 
Congress thought it had outlawed in 
1988. and for subjecting law-abiding 


taxpayers to embarrassment, liens and 


even persecution. 

“The IRS works for the taxpayers, 
not the other way around," Sen. Bob 
Kerrey. D-Ncb., co-chairman of the Na- 
tional Commission on Restructuring 
the Internal Revenue Service, wrote 
earlier this year. Those words ought to 
be pasted on the computer of every 
IRS employee. But while the IRS must 
be called to account for its offenses 
and incompetence - including a S4 bil- 
lion computer system- that doesn’t 
work - the complicity of Congress can- 
not be ignored. 

This week’s oversight hearing by the 
Finance Committee, for example, was ' 
its first ever on the subject, even • 
though the IRS has existed since 1862. 
More to the point, Congress continues 
to embellish a tax code whose com- 
plexity baffles not just the average 
taxpayer but many of those who must 
administer it. 

The 285 new sections and 824 
amendments added to the tax code 
this year fattened it to 9,451 pages. 
Some day, maybe, true simplification 
will be achieved. In the meantime the 
IRS has been caught committing grave 
and even flagrantly illegal offenses. It 
must clean house, and, urgently, this 
time with Congress prepared to exer- 
cise the oversight it has so sorely ne- 
glected.

"The Montana Legislature-needs to 
take that practical approach to the 
state’s highway speqd limit (or lack 
“therebOrirain’t broke and'tinkering 
with it will do nothing to improve it. 
Dropping a bundi of taxpayer money 
into a speed-limit special session of 
the Legislature is a waste of limited 
resources. 

We do not need a numeric speed 
limit and we do not need a legislative 
meeting to sec if we can cobble togeth- 
er a solution to a problem that does 
not exist. 

In the minds of powers that be in 
Helena. we already have'a 'daytime 
speed limit. They have posted signs all 
over the state announcing it. Whoa, 
dude! In fact that is true. 

Anyone driving above a reasonable 
and prudent speed is liable for a tick- 
• et. But the limit is not determined by 
some arbitrary line jn the sand. It is 
determined by a reasonable criteria 
ranging from tire condition to weather 


to traffic to the radius of road curves. 
The safe speed is different on the 
same stretch of road on August after- 
noons and during a February blizzard. 

It works well that way. It ain’t broke. 

Those calling for an artificial numer- 
ic-speed- limit want to-feel -good be- 
cause they think they are saving lives. 
But we have no daia to tell us that the 

-lackof-a-numcric-speed-limit'kills — 
much less that we could save lives by 
passing a speeding law. 

Anecdotal evidence is irrelevant 
when it is about people speeding past 
accident scenes, speeding through 
slow traffic and speeding in places 
where speed is not appropriate. 

If high speeds in those situations are 
unreasonable or imprudent, the 
drivers need a ticket - under existing 
Montana law. 

We do not need to penalize those 
trying to get reasonably and prudently 
from Alzada to Yaak. We do not need 
legislators who think they can make 
better driving decisions from their 
diairs in Helena than we can from be- 
hind the wheel. 

Montana does not need an arbitrary 
numeric speed limit. It ain’t broke and 
it doesn’t need fixin’.

Danvin wrote in his 1859 “Origin of 
Species." 

“To suppose that the eye with ail its 
inimitable contrivances for adjusting _ 
the focus to different distances, for ad- 
mitting different amounts of light, and 
for the correction of spherical and 
chromatic aberration, could have been 
formed by natural selection, seems, I 
freely confess, absurd in the highest 
degree.” 

Regarding the fossil record he states, 
“Why then is not every geological for- 
mation and every stratum full of such 
intermediate links? Geology assuredly 
does not reveal any such finely gradu- 
ated organic chain: and this, perhaps, is 
the most obvious und serious ob jectlori- - 
which can be urged against the theo- 
ry," 

Harvard evolutionist Steven J. Gould 
concurs in a column in Natural History 
magazine (May 1977), “The extreme 
rarity of transitional forms in the fossil 
record persists as the trade secret of 
paleontology. In any local areas, a 
species does not arise gradually by the 
steady transformation of its ancestors, 
it appears all at once and fully 
formed." 

Dr. David Raup, a paleontologist at 
the Field Museum of Natural History 
in Chicago, recently pointed out that 
Darwin himself was “embarrassed by 
the fossil record because it didn’t 
look the way he predicted it would - 
different species usually appear and 
disappear from the record without 
showing the transitions that Danvin 
postulated.” (FMNH Bulletin 50:22- 
29) 

Evolutionist Dr. Steven M. Stanley 
put it bluntly, “The known fossil 
record fails to document a single exam- 
ple of phyletic evolution accomplish- 
ing a major morphologic transition and 
hence offers no evidence that a gradu- 
alistic model can be valid.” (Macroevo- 
lution: Pattern and Process. 1979, 
p.39.) 

“Danvin on His Death Bed" records 
Darwin’s most remarkable comments. 

“I was a young man with unformed 
ideas. I threw out queries, suggestions, 
wondering all the time over every- 
thing; and to my astonishment the 
ideas took like wildfire. People made a 
religion of them."

More than 50 victims 
of airplane crash to be 
buried with no name 

MEDAN, Indonesia (AP) — 
Heartbroken relatives roamed 
among coffins and cloaked body 
pans in a jungle morgue Sunday, 
trying to find loved ones killed in 
I ndone si a ’s worst air crash before 


urnttoitUietl victims are timed in 
graves with no names 

Nearly 50 bodies, mutilated 
beyond recognition, were readied 
for a mass funeral Monday in a 
cemetery that already memorial- 
izes plane crash victims. 
Authorities said 187 victims had 
been identified. 

All 234 people aboard, induding 
four Americans, were killed when 
the Garuda Airlines Airbus 
A3000B-4 slammed into the jungle 
neur haze-shrouded Medan airport 
Friday afternoon. The crash was 
one in a string of disasters to hit 
tfi5 country in recent days. 

All bodies had been recovered 
from the jungle undergrowth and 
mud, Maj. Gen. Rizal Nurclin told 
The Associated Press late Sunday. 
He said soldiers continued search- 
ing for the flight data recorders, 
which could explain why the plane 
went down during its approach to 
the Sumatra Island airport. 

Visibility-reducing smog caused 
by hundreds of forest and brush 
fires on Indonesia is one of the pos- 
sible causes being investigated, 
although an airport official said 
the plane had been on instrument 
approach for the main runway. 

The fires were purposely set two 
months ago by plantations and tim- 
ber companies to dear land. But 
they have since burned out of con- 
trol and their smoky haze has 
spread to parts of Malaysia, 
Singapore, Brunei, Thailand and 
the Philippines, disrupting air traf- 
fic, closing schools and causing ill- 
nesses. 

Investigators also are trying to 
determine if the haze played a role 
in three recent ship collisions in 
Indonesia's Strait of Malacca, the 
most serious of which happened 
Friday, leaving 29 crew members 
missing and presumed drowned. 

In the latest disaster, a magni- 
tude-6 earthquake rocked the 
Indonesian Islan d nf. Sulawesi nn 
Sunday, killing 14 people and

injuring 30 seriously. 

President Suharto ordered a mass 
funeral for the unidentified plane 
crash victims Monday at 10 a.m. at 
the Mamborano Monument, a ceme- 
tery near Medan airport that 
already coniains 57 victims of a 1979 
Garuda commuier plane crash. 

The haze that had blanketed 
Medan on Friday and Saturday, 
cutting visibility ro 100 yards at 
times, lifted enough Sunday to 
allow 300 mourners to fly in to 
claim their dead. Fifty-seven bod- 
ies were loaded onto two planes for 
nights back to the capital, Jakarta, 
where a crowd of white vans wait- 
ed to take them to mortuaries. 

Wati Batiar searched in vain 
Sunday for the body of her hus- 
band, who was to have phoned her 
in Jakarta when the Airbus land- 
ed. 

“I was waiting for his call from 
two o’clock in the afternoon until 
eight o'clock at night, when I knew 
it was not going to come," she said. 
“I still have not been able to find 
his body, that’s the worst tiling.” 

In the open area outside Adam 
_Malik'. Hospital, shc.and other, 
mourners covered their faces tvith 


masks and cloths as they walked 
along rows of unidentified 
remains. 

Occasionally a body was recog- 
nized. Family members clutched 
each oilier and sobbed or collapsed 
in wails as they bent over the cas- 
ket. 

Mrs. Batiar walked soberly, lift- 
ing a fly-covered coffin lid, then 
the edge of a tarpaulin, scrutiniz- 
ing each mangled corpse for a 
familiar strip of shirt or dot of hair 
that might indicate her husband's 
body. 

A policeman picked up part of a 
jaw, with teeth attached, and 
showed it to a .woman and her chil- 
dren, asking if they recognized the 
shape. “No,” said the widow. “My 
husband had a gold tooth. That's 
not liim." 

Many relatives didn’t like the 
idea of the mass funeral but 
accepted it because the heat and 
humidity of the open-air morgue 
caused the bodies to decompose 
quickly. 

“We have to go along with what 
the government decided," said 
_.U.B.R^Simandgundak, 67, who 
was searching for his brother. ’ 


Witnesses said the plane hit 
trees and exploded, hut some said 
the jet was in trouble — possibly 
with an engine on fire — before it 
crashed. 

Garuda Airline's director of 
operations, Darmadi, was quoted 
by the Jakarta Post as saying the 
haze had reduced visibility at 
Medan to about 2,000 feel at the 
time of the accident, “still quite 
sufficient" for landing. 

An airport official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
plane had been on instrument 
approach for the airport's main 
runway. In such a situation, pilots 
rely more on instruments to find 
the runway than on what they can 
see out the window, though many 
pilots take over the landing manu- 
ally in the last moments before 
touchdown. 

About 20 of the dead were for- 
eigners, including six Taiwanese, 
four Americans, four Germans and 
two Britons.

Peru journalists allege 
government menace

men forced their way into her car 
and put a gun to the head of 
Blanca Rosales, deputy editor of 
Peru's most important opposition 
newspaper, she prayed iz was a 
robbery. 

They took nothing from her, 
but screamed insults and threat- 
ened to kill her as they sped 


Uiruugn JLama n uatkeneU streets 
for an hour before letting her go. 
Police later concluded the attack 
was a common crime and had no 
political motive. 

The April incident occurred 15 
days after Rosales' newspaper. 
La Republics published a story 
accusing the array intelligence 
service of torture. And Peru's 
journalists bold it up as an exam- 
ple of what they say is a drive by 
the government and its alli.-s in 
the military and intelligence ser- 
vices to intimidate and control 
the news media. 

In recent months, journalists 
have reported a series of death 
threats and assaults. On Sept. 19, 
a government-dominated court 
stripped the owner of the 
Channel 2 television station of 
control of his station after it aired 
reports linking members of the 
military to torture and corrup- 
tion. 

The station had also exposed a 
telephone espionage ring alleged- 
ly run by intelligence agents in 
spy on opposition politicians and 
journalists. 

The government and police 
have attributed the attacks on 
journalists to common criminals, 
and government representatives 
have denied there is a campaign 
to intimidate the independent 
news media. 

"We respect the freedom of the 
press, and denounce the isolated 
abuses that exist in all institu- 
tions. including the news media 
and the armed forces." President 
Alberto Fujimori slid recently. 

However, an Inter-American 
Press Association delegation that 
visited Peru in July concluded 
journalists could criticize the gov- 
ernment. but that criticism 
brought reprisals.

U:N. members resist Albright’s 
call to seize Washington’s ‘bargain’

UNITED NATIONS — Despite 
Secretary of State Madeleine K. 
Albright’s call for the United 
Nations to seize Washington’s 
“grand bargain” proposal for set- 
tling US. debts to the world body, 
the other members remain unwill- 
ing to accept either partial pay- 
ment or a big cut in the U.S. share 
of the U.N. budget. 

Instead the countries of Western 
Europe and Japan — normally 
America’s staunchest allies — have 
been unanimous this past week in 
telling the annual General 
Assembly that they pay their U.N. 
bills in full and on time. And, while 
most did not mention the United 
States by name, the dear intent of 
their message was that Washington 
should do the same before anyone 
thinks about reducing the U.S. 
financial obligation. 

The Clinton administration 


hopes that attitude will change as 
negotiations become more intense 
over both the U.S. offer to pay 
S8I9 million.of its S1.5 billion in 
arrears and its insistence that the 
United Nations agree to a number 
of conditions, induding a cut in its 
dues assessment from 25 percent 
to 20 percent of the U.N. budget. It 
also wants the separate assessment 
for peacekeeping costs capped at 
25 percent. 

“Finally the grand bargain we 
have long sought on U.N. reform 
and US. arrears is in sight, but it is 
not yet in hand," Albright said at a 
recent news conference. “If the 
United Nations waits for a better 
proposal with more money from 
the U.S. Congress, it is likely to get 
a proposal with more requirements 
and less money." 

That was a reference to the ded- 
sion of Congress, led by Sen. Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C, the diairman of die 
Senate Foreign Relatioas Commi- 


ttee, to pay only about half of the 
U9. arrearages and to attadi such 
conditions ns cutting the US. dues 
scale and redudng U.N. spending 
and personnel. 

U.S. officials say privately that 
Congress' probably can be induced 
to increase the payment to alxiut 
$900 million. But, they add, 
Albright also is convinced that 
Helms and his allies will go no fur- 
ther and that if the U.N. memlier- 
ship rejects the congressional 
offer, the whole deal is likely to 
unravel. 

But a week ago, despite Ah 
bright’s warnings, foreign minis- 
ters paraded to the assembly ros- 
trum to declare that the existence 
of the United Nations depends on 
the members meeting financial- 
obligations. That message- was 
delivered mast forcefully and most 
insistently by the Western industri- 
al nations that tire the biggest con- 
tributors after the United States. 


"Most sufferers know they have AIDS 


TORONTO (AP) — A surpris- 
ingly high two-thirds of all 
Americans who are infecte-d with 
the AIDS virus already know it, 
health offidaLs reported Sunday. 

Researchers from the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention estimate that about 
775,000 Americans carry HIV, 
and at least 500,000 have been 
tested and know their status. 

The CDC research is the first 
careful attempt to arrive at this 
figure using infection data col- 
lected by the states. Until now. 
many experts had guessed that 
about half of all HIV-infected 
Americans were aware of it. 

“This is encouraging, because 
it suggests that the majority of 
persons with inv have been test- 
ed,” said Dr. Patricia Sweeney. 


who directed the study. “We 
need to continue to work to 
ensure these people have access 
to recommended treatment." 

Some experts are pushing for 
more widespread AIDS testing 
now that treatments exist that 
can delay and perhaps stop HIV's 
destruction of the immune sys- 
tem. Doctors believe that the 
sooner treatment starts, the bet- 
ter the chance of contr o l ling the 
disease. 

The new data suggest the prob- 
lem of undiagnosed infections 
may be smaller than previously 
believed. Nevertheless, they also 
mean that roughly 275, 00Q 
Americans are unaware of their 
HIV infections and are not get- 
ting early treatment. 

Sweeney presented her find- 


ings at an infectious disease con- 
ference sponsored by the 
American Society for 
Microbiology. Another CDC 
study presented Sunday demon- 
strates the importance of the new 
treatments for prolonging lives. 

Sweeney’s figures were based 
on the cases of infection reported 
to the CDC through June from 25 
states where- doctors are required 
to report the names of patients 
w ho curry the virus. 

In these states. 240.000 people 
were known to be living with 
AIDS, and another 76.000 were 
infected but not sick. The 
researchers used these data to 
estimate the number of diag- 
nosed infections in the states 
without mandatory reporting-of 
HIV infections.

Nobel laureate urges dialogue in Burma

Previous NLD attempts to hold 
large meetings were prevented , 
by mass roundups. Suu Kyi, freed 


from six years of house arrest in 
1995, has been largely confined 
to her home for the past year. 

The Nobel Peace Prize laure- 
ate was frequently interrupted 
by applause and cheers from die 
delegates, who had traveled from 
around Burma for the congress, 
which opened Saturday. It 
marked the ninth anniversary of 
the NLD’s founding in 1988 after 
the military crushed an uprising, 
killing thousands of demonstra- 
tors.

stashed it avyay in Swiss bank 
accounts. The money was made 
either tlirough kickbacks or by sell- 
. ing drugs, dtarges they deny. 

Ms. Bhutto is in London this 
week apparently to hire a lawyer 
to defend herself and her husband 
against the charges, her party 
workers said. 

Earlier this month, at the request 
of Pakistan's current government, 
Swiss officials ordered four Genera 
banks to freeze accounts owned by 
Ms. Bhutto, her husband and her 
mother, Nusrai Bhutto. 

Then on Sept. 22, the chief of a 
Geneva-based inspection. services 
fitm ordered an internal investiga- 
tion into accusations of its involve- 
ment in alleged corruption sur- 
rounding Ms. Bhutto. 

Pakistan’s government said it 
had documents indicating Sodetc 
Ccneralc de Surveillance Holding 
SA promised Zardari kickbacks for 
help in getting government con- 
tracts for inspecting imports and 
expons at Pakistani borders. The 
kickbacks could have amounted to 
tens of millions of dollars, the gov- 
ernment said.

Zionist celebration plans fall apart 


TEL AVIV. Israel (AP) — The 
Jewish year 5758 was going to be 
one long party, marking a centu- 
ry since the founding of the 
Zionist movement and 50 years 
since the tumultuous, exhilarat- 
ing establishment of Israel. 

Instead, plans for a year-long 
commemoration are falling apart, 
undermined by a nationwide 
funk, a deepening economic crisis 
and worsening social divisions.

The Iranian-born Katsav was far 
more sympathetic than his 
European-descended colleagues 
to charges that the celebration 
plans promoted an excessively 
' Western image of the Jewish 
state. There were also charges of 
mismanagement.

Brazil fervently 
prepares for 
pope’s arrival

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil — It 
is fitting, perhaps, that in the 
country with the largest number 
of Roman Catholics in the world, 
the upcoming visit of Pope John 
Paul II to Brazil is being greeted 
with a fervor usually reserved for 
soccer champions. 

Scores of workers arc scrub- 
bing and repairing Maracana, the 
world’s largest soccer stadium, 
where the pope will deliver his 
main address.

Military police swarm the shan- 
tytowns near where die pope will 
stay, intent on quieting the night- 
ly gunfire that might otherwise 
keep him awake.

“Luebeck is everytvhere in 
Germany," Grass, prize-winning 
author of “The Tin Drum" and a 
leading spokesman for German lib- 
erals, said in a newspaper inter- 
view after swastikas were painted 
on his office in June. 

Luebeck, by the same token, can 
be seen as an example of how 
Germany copes with neo-Nazi vio- 
lence.- - 

Activists contend that authori- 
ties in Luebeck — and elsewhere 
— are reluctant to pursue neo-Nazi 
susjtects for fear of generating bad 
publicity. 

As evidence, they point to the 
investigation into the fatal arson 
fire at a harborside home for asy- 
lum-seekers in January 1996, 
which Klein says “sent entirely the 
wrong signal."

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So we quit studying science, which is 
why we do not begin to understand — to 
pick one of many examples — how electric- 
ity works.

We in the media write our stories on com-

If you observe us profes- 
sional journalists covering a news event, . 
you'll see that we divide our time as follows: 

• 1 percent: Getting information. 

_ * S percenu.Writing stories... 

. • 93 percent: Trying to get the computer 
to send the story back to the newspaper by 
pressing keys pretty much at random with 
growing panic until we have sent our stories 
to some destination — possibly the Kremlin; 
possibly the radio room of the Titanic — but 
not to our newspapers. Then we call our 
newspapers and beg for help from the 
Computer People, who are technically com- 
petent people, the kind of people who 
always found the frog pancreas; they under- 
stand “modems,” and whatever they tell us 
to do to our computers, including wave a 
Magic Bane over the keyboard, we do it 
We in the media are especially 
impressed with space. We cannot compre- 
hend how anybody could get a rocket to 
land on another planet; many of us cannot 
consistently parallel park. This is why we 
got so excited about the recent Pathfinder 
mission, which day after day resulted in 
excited front-page headlines like: 

ROCK FOUND ON MARS! 


ANOTHER ROCK FOUND ON MARS1 


MARS APPARENTLY COVERED 
WITH ROCKS! 

We in the media believe that the Mars 
rocks ore important because scientists tell 
us so. We will cheerfully print, without 

S uestion, pretty much anything that sden- 
sts tell us about space ("STANFORD — 
Scientists here announced today that, using 
a powerful new type of telescope that uses 
amperes connected, to a ’modem,' they 
have located sue previously unknown galax- 
ies shaped like all the major characters on 
“Gilligan’s Island" except Ginger"). 

My point is that this same principle 
applies to media coverage of the Stock 
Market. We in the media, as a rule, are not 
good with financial matters. Some veteran 
journalists have not yet turned in their 
expense accounts for the Civil War. So os a 
group, we don’t really have a solid handle 
on (1) What the Stock Market is; (2) Why it 
goes up and down; (3) Which is good, “Bull" 
or "Bear”; (4) Whether .“points" means the 
same tiling as "dollars,” and if so, why the 
hell don’t they just call them “dollars"; (5) 
1 Who “Alan Greenspan" is; and (6) Whether 
■ he is the same ns "Dow Jones." 

Because we don't understand these 
things, we have naturally concluded that 
the Stock Market is extremely important 
and whenever it does anything, we write 
front-page stories filled with quotes from 
financial expens. But I suspect that these 
experts sometimes like to yank the media’s 
chain. Consider the following quotation, 
which actually appeared in a Washington 
Post story hack in August explaining why 
the Stock Market went down: 

“’For Coke, an icon of the market, to 
show feet of day is upsetting,’ said Banon 
Biggs, global equity strategist at Morgan 
* Stanley, Dean Witter, Discover 8c Co."

TWIN FALLS — Dave Nelson knows 
the definition of a bracing cold-weather 
bike ride. 

"From the Galena Lodge to the sum- 
mit is a pretty good climb,” said Nelson, 
a Twin Falls pharmadst and avid cyclist. 
“But we used to say that seven miles out 
(East) Addison and seven miles back in 
a stiff wind was just about like dimbing 
Galena." 

Wind notwithstanding, the central 
.Magic Valley is a congenial spot for 
nearly year-round fitness cycling. 

“Most years, there aren’t many days 
when you can’t ride," said Lance 
Larabce, who owns George’s Human 
Powered Sports in Twin Falls. “Ice on 
the road is about all that stops me from 
riding, just because of the danger of 
falling in front of a car." 

As the cyding season winds down in 
October throughout most of the 
Northern Tier states, hard-core local 
road cyclists barely slow down. 

“I vary my fitness routine a little more 
during the winter months, with strength 
training and other kinds of exercise," 
said Terry Patterson, professor of fish- 
eries technology at the College of 
Southern Idaho. “But if it's possible, I 
get out on Saturdays and Sundays for a 
good long ride." 

For Patterson, a “good long ride" can 
be anything from 10 to 30 miles. 

“The real advantage of living here 
and being a cydist is that you have so 
many options,” he said. “You can take 
the loop south of (Twin Falls), ride down 
Rock Creek Road all the way to Magic 
Mountain, go over to Buhl, ride the 
River Road, or cross the river and ride 
the Bob Banon Highway." 

Except during rare winters, east-west 
- roads iff south-central Idaho arc rarely 
snow- and ice-bound for more than a few 
days at a time. 

“Wet roads don’t discourage me," 
Patterson said. 

Maybe not, but cyclists do need to 
deal with the wind. 

"What you need to remember is that 
if you’re riding in cold weather and a 
stiff wind, the wind-chill factor is that 
much worse," Larabec said. “You need 
to pay attention to your hands and 
feet." 

Cycling gloves come in various thick- 
nesses, but the protection of last resorij. 
is mittens. Cycling shoes are supple 1 
enough to accommodate thick socks,

and nylon coverings are available. 

For your head, you can buy lining for 
helmets, although many of the locals 
prefer stocking caps. 

"In real - cold weather, you need to 
keep your nose and checks protected," 


Patterson said. 

“Layers are the way to go during cold 
weather," Larabee said. "Lightweight 
clothing that you can take off or add on 
will keep you warm:” — 

Larabee and Patterson ride thicker 
tires during the winter months, and 
Patterson changes to smaller gears on 
his bike to moke it more responsive to 
dicey road conditions. 

For that reason, fat-tired mountain 
bikes are an attractive option. During 
cold weather, not every bike on the road 
has to be a 51,500 greyhound. 

“I have a 3-speed that I ride to work 
during the winter," Nelson said. 

Common-sense precautions apply in 
bad weather, local cyding enthusiasts 
say: Be mindful that wearing extra doth- 
ing means you can’t see or hear oncom- 
ing traffic as well, and a bicycle doesn’t 


perform the same on a slushy mud at 311 
degrees as it will on dry pavement on a 
summer’s day. 

Riding before or after work or school 
“means riding in the dark, wliichTtieaif— 
you need reflective patches on both tin? 
bike and your clothing. 

And one other thing. 

“When you ride during had weather, 
it’s nice to have a bike with a fender." 
Nelson says. 

Unless, of course, you want a stripe of 
slush up your back.

For as long as she could 
remember, Annette Pfou 
fussed over food. 

She counted cplories, ago- 
nized over eating and scolded 
herself in sessions before the 
full-length mirror. 

"My memories of junior liigh 
school arc of constantly eating 
cottage cheese or some other 
crash-diet food. Food was 
always on enormous part of my 


life,” says Pfau, 33, a Los 
Angeles graphic designer. "I 
was always super-conscious of 
my body image. I felt I had to 
conform to whatever the stan- 
dard of beauty is: tall and thin. 
But I’m not even tall.’’ 

She moved into adulthood 
even more compelled to mold 
herself into the imogo locked in _ 
her brain.

Abstaining from sex before attempt- 
ing to conceive will not increase a cou- 
ple’s chance of producing a female 
child, a study by the Baylor College of 
Medicine in Houston suggests. Ten 
_ healthy men aged 30 to 40 volunteered 
to produce two semen samples. One was 
produced 24 to 36 hours after previous 
ejaculation and the other seven to 10 
days after previous ejaculation. 
Researchers analyzed a total of 40,273 
sperm to determine the percentage of 
sperm in each sample that bore an X 
chromosome. The sex of a child is deter- 
mined by the sex chromosome in the 
fertilizing sperm; an X chromosome pro- 
duces a female and a Y a male. While 
the researchers found a "marginal” 
increase in X-bearing sperm after seven 
to 10 days of abstinence, they said it 
would "probably have little impact" on 
the sex of offspring. 

Not feeling 100 percent 

One in 10 of us say we’re severely dis- 
abled, and 20 percent say we liavc some 
kind of disability. That’s according to a 
Census Bureau report that found that 
more than 47- percent of people ages 65 
to 79 and 71 percent of people over 80 
say they have some disability. 

Trouble ahead 

Teens whose blood pressure docs not 


naturally dip at night seem to he at 
increased risk of developing high hlcxnl 
pressure as adults, according to results 
of a new study by researchers at Vir- 
ginia Commonwealth University in 
Richmond. 

Clues to pre-eclampsia 

German researchers found that’ preg- 
nant women with the dangerous condi- 
tion called pre-eclampsia have a sub- 
stance in their blood that alters the 
cells lining their arteries and blood ves- 
sels. The team of researchers from 
Humboldt University and the Max- 
Dclbmeck Center studied eight preg- 
nant women with pre-eclampsia, which 
elevates blood pressure to clangorous 
levels, causes protein to spill into the 
urine and produces accumulation of 
fluid. Left untreated, pre-eclampsia can 
progress to eclampsia, which causes 
coma and convulsions and threatens 
the life of both the mother and the 
fetus.

No, The general rule in Idaho is that an inheritance becomes 
the sole and Kparale-pfoperty of the beneficiary named in the will 
or trust. Even Inmigb Idaho is fl community piojx'tty state, the rule 
of separate property applies. 

That's not the end of it, though. Another role: generally, the 
interest earned on an inheritance once in the hands of a married 
person is the community property of the couple. Example: wife 
Inherited thirty thousand dollars twenty years ago and pul her 
money into high-grade corporate bonds which have since earned 
sixty-five thousand dollars. 

Result! The earnings are community property, jointly owned 
by the parlies. The original thirty thousand dollars remains the wife's 
separate-property. 

A final but important rule: Idaho law permits a person to 
designate by will, trust, or gift that income earned by an inheritance 
or gitt remains the separate property of the beneficiary, not the joint 
or community property of the couple. The probate deed or 
instrument conveying ihc gilt must state the restrictive provision.

Most of the time, 
killing H. pylori will help the ulcer 
heal, and keep it from returning.

dieting. There is no name for this 
model, although it’s sometimes 
called “health centered" as 
opposed to "weight centered."

In a nutshell, the 
health model .— which has a 
growing number of health profes- 
sionals from medical doctors to 
dietitians to psychologists behind 
it — demands an end to restric- 
tive dieting (counting calorics, 
fat, cholesterol).

, vidual to try to cat a variety of 
healthful foods to satisfy hunger, 
—to exerdsc-and — perhaps most- 
central — to accept your body as _ 
it is. 

Why opt for this stop-trying-so- 
hard approach? 

Because dieting doesn’t work 
in any permanent way, says 
Jeanine Cogan, a Washington, 
D.C., psychologist and public-pol- 
icy scholar specializing in body 
image with the Society for the 
Psychological Study of Social 
Issues. 

"The prevailing model on obe- 
sity is now being recognized as 
shortsighted by researchers 
- across disciplines," she says. “If - 
restrictive dieting as a treatment 
for obesity has a 95 percent fail- 
ure rate and increases the 
chance of developing an eating 
disorder, then dieting is not a 
successful health behavior." ' 

Cogan is among a group of psy- 
chologists informally pressing 
the federal government to back a 
new health-centered approach. 

"This is an idea that has been 
floating around for many years," 
she says. “It’s just now getting 
some attention. We’re at a point 
now where even the-leuding 
weight loss researchers are say- 
ing restrictive dieting isn’t work- 
ing.” 

Psychiatrists too are pushing 
for the new paradigm.

“You didn't have to bounce and you didn’t 
have to kick and you didn't have to fling your 
butt," she exulted over our leftover Harvest 
Dance cake. 

Most years, the dance attracts mainly sin- 
gles, and “they’re looking for partners, 
.they’re not looking for dancing.” So they 
spend much of their time at the saloon next 
door. Grant laments. But this year, he sent 
his wife’s fliers to couples who signed "Mr. 
and Mrs. in the guest book at Nystrom’s 
store. This dance had fewer people than 
usual, but they stayed on the dance floor. 

That new floor itself is evidence of the 
determination of Wilson and a few others. 

Beating down her husband's teasing com- 
petition for my ear, she chronicled for me 
some communiry-hall history, starting with 
the first Thanksgiving dance there. in 1910. 

“When the Danube was still green," said 
Grant, fingering his long, white beard. 

“Oh shut up, Ome, or I'll zip your mouth,” 
said Wilson. At one point, he started reading 
aloud about Abraham Lincoln, and she took 
after him with her cane. 

In 1965 the hall was in terrible shape, so 
Wilson and her sister held a pancake break- 
fast to prime donations for its renovation. 
Wilson tells of her snuggles gathering mate- 
rials for the hall, her heartaches over inter- 
ference in her efforts and her eventual resort 
to the state capitoL (Are you gening all this 
down, honey?) Her stories are full of names, 
those who people Jarbidge’s history. 

Though another group has made improve- 
ments to the hail, Wilson still presides over 
the Jarbidge Community Hall Fund Inc. And 
on our way to the tiny post office to await the 
thrice-weekly mail, Wilson took me to 
admire the dance decorations still gracing 
the hall’s high ceiling, and the delightful new 
chinking on the log exterior. 

"There is that dear old hall," she says with 
affection.

GOODING - The walls of the Gooding 
Tuberculosis Hospital have echoed with 
many different sounds since 1919; 

The rustling papers of students at the 
Methodist college originally housed on 
the property. 

The wracking coughs of tuberculosis 
patients, brought to the site after 1938 
for diverse treatments and varied 
results in the fresh Idaho air. 

Thejaughter of little children attend- 
ing ki nder ga rten . ' 

The rapping of gavels, as tlreold hos- 
pital temporarily donned the robes of 
justice after the courthouse burned. 

And in the past 15 years, the whispers 
and shrieks of youngsters who have tres- 
passed on the property, almost a rite of 
passage in Gooding. 

These days, the Region IV 
Development Association is studying 
the possibility of rehabilitating the 
building as a business incubator - the 
latest in a long string of ideas for mak- 


ing use of the property. 

The study is almost complete, said Joe 
Herring, the association’s, director. The 
decision on renovation awaits informa- 
tion about asbestos- removal costs - an 
ironic twist, since asbestos endangers 
human lungs, the very organs the hospi- 
tal once was dedicated to salvaging. 

Antibiotics had virtually eliminated 
tuberculosis in the United States by the 
1960s. So in the early 1970s, the hospital 
was declared surplus property, to be 
administered by the Idaho Department 
of Lands. 

The Department of Health and 
" Wei rart^ovcdTiitcT the property In - 
1973, along with the Department of 
Lands and Magic Valley Rehabilitation 
Services. Tho cast apd west buildings 
were occupied, for shw^ periods of time 
by the Antiques Festival .Theater and 
the Gooding Senior Citizens, and pan of 
one building was rented by the Walker 
Alcoholic Rehabilitation Treatment 
Center, until the Walker Center moved 
into county hospital facilities. 

Finally, in November 1983, the doors 


were locked. The prop ert y vats divided 
into four parcels, three ctf which were 
sold. The state retained the newer, ca- 
ter building, and the boiler/garage Hold- 
ing. 

“I remember we used to park denro 
the road and hike tip there and peak 
in," Anna Gonzales recalls “We mostly 
went in for fun." 

The youngsters would venture down 
long, wide halls £D unarmed by Dicker- 
ing lighters, thoroughly scarin g them- 
selves in the process. Gonzales is dis- 
turbed that in years since, some <rf thaas 
entering the building have g o tten their 
thrills through destructionT 

Gonzales remembers 4'»’. as a 
she loved to play an the grounds. 

“It was like a park cat there, so green 
and so big. Now it looks like a desert." 

Rick Cowcn. a Gooding police ameer, 
says anyone caught in the budding wiQ 
be charged with trespassing. He also 
warns that the building is extremely 
unsafe, littered with glass and ripe for 
an accident.

Minidoka schools lean away from 
pullout programs, toward inclusion

labeling special-needs children

Title I students are identified 
as those who fall below the 50th 
percentile on standard assess- 
ment tests, while migrant stu- 
dents come from families that 
seek agricultural-related work 
and relocate to a different town 
every three years.

BOISE (/VI’) — An Idaho prison 
inmate who escaped from a 
Louisiana prison on Thursday 
telephoned police in Beaumont, 
Texas, from a bus station to tell 
them he was tired of running and 
wanted tosurrender. 

Idaho Department of Correc- 
tion Spokesman Mark Camopis 
said authorities do not know how 
murderer Roger Dale Babb. 41, of 
Potlatch, got from Basilc to 
Beaumont. 

Carnopis said Babb called 
police Sunday evening. They 
picked him up after calling 
Louisiana authorities to confirm 
his story. 

Babb, murderer Michael John

The 
prison has 504 inmates, 300 being 
held under contract with Idaho to 
relieve overcrowding in its pris- 
ons. 

Babb is serving 20 years to life 
for the 1991 first-degree murder 
of Potlatch-area farmer Ronald 
Boone. According to trial testimo- 
ny, Boone, Babb and his common- 


law wife, Kathy Spencer, met at a 
Potlatch bar. The three went to 
Boone's fann later that night, and 
Babb testified that he woke up 
the next morning to find Spencer 
gone and Boone shot to death in 
his own bed. Babb was eligible 
for parole in April 2011. 

Spencer was originally charged 
but charges against her later 
tyere dismissed. 

Copenhaver is serving 25 years 
to life for the 1994 first-degree 
murder of his stepfather, Pete 
Mahcras of Idaho Falls. 
Copenhaver’s mother. Dee 
MaHeras, committed suicide a 
few months later. He was eligible 
for parole in May 2019.

Complaints have been filed since 1993 
about the water’s smell and the smoke from 
the plant’s stack. 

“Idaho Supreme Potatoes Inc. has a rather 
extensive file with, the DEQ," Water Quality 
Science Officer Blaine Drewes said. “Their 
past track record is not real good." 

Drewes was quick to point out, though, that 
the company had worked hard to get in com- 
pliance with regulations. 

“There have been problems for certain rea- 
sons," he said. “They are improving that." 

Many of the department’s files are filled 
with information collected after complaints 
were lodged. 

The biggest problem seems to be wastewater 
“ponding” or collecting after the earth becomes 
saturated and cannot absorb more water. 

“Basically it all comes down to manage- 
ment,” Drewes said. “The smell depends on 
the amount of water applied and its strength." 

According to DEQ files, the Firth plant gen-

“I don’t think you ever get over 
the death of a child, whatever the 
cause," said Brenda Stuart, of 
Homedale. Her son, Tyler, suc- 
cumbed to SIDS in May 1993. 


Stuart is a board member of tile 
SIDS Foundation of Washington. 
She would have joined one in 
Idaho, but there was not one. Now, 
she hopes to start a foundation in 
Idaho to educate the pubbc, raise 
money and push for changes in 
state laws pertaining to SIDS. , 

SmS is the sudden, unexplained 
death of a child younger than 1 
year. Up to 95 percent of SIDS 
deaths happen during the first six

South's bidding was like a well- 
hit tcc shot. His fairway shot got 
his side to the correct game. Un- 
fortunately, his declarer play was 
not as good. His’sccond shot land- 
ed deep' into a sand trap. 

South look his spade ace,

... losing heart. finesse. East re-, 
turned a spade, which dummy 
ruffed, and South cashed the 
heart ace and ruffed a heart, hop- 
ing for a miracle in that suit. With 
no miracle. South had only one 
more chance — he had to find the 
club acc with West. It was not to 
be. East’s ace captured dummy’s 
club king, and the game fell one 
short. . 

South’s approach shot was ill- 
conceived. Before playing either 
hearts or clubs, he should have 
ruffed his spades. 

At trick two. South should ruff a 
spade in dummy. After he leads a 
trump to his acc to ruff his last 
spade, he crosses to his trump 
king to lead a club toward dummy. 
When West plays low, South in- 
serts dummy’s to. This loses to 
East's jack, but East is stuck. If he 
leads a spade. South enjoys a ruff 
and stuff, and if East leads a heart 
or a club, he builds the game-go- 
ing winner in dummy. 

Note the correct play in clubs 
cannot lose. If West has the queen 
and jack and splits, dummy cov- 
ers and East is in the same posi- 
tion. And if East has the A-Q-J of 
clubs, he is in the same trap.

The Europeans’ tears of joy that 
mixed with the driving rain over the 
final hole at Valderrama on Sunday 
were almost tears of sorrow, as the 
Americans nearly staged the greatest 
comeback in the 70-year history of the 
Ryder Cup. 

It was a wet and wild finish to a per- 
sonal crusade by Ballesteros that 
brought the Ryder Cup to his native 
Spain and the European continent for 
the first time. 

And to the very end, Ballesteros made 
it deor that this was his Ryder Cup. 

Even though the European team was 
assured of retaining the Cup by virtue 
of a tie with three matches still on the 
course, the non-playing captain wanted . 
the outright win. 

As thousands of drenched fans 
swarmed onto the final fairway behind 
the lost group, singing “Old Olel Ole!” 
and making the lush grass look more 
like Times Square on New Year's Eve, 
Ballesteros was nearly alone in refusing . 
to say the Ryder Cup was over. 

Finally - and fittingly - it was 
Ballesteros who stepped onto the final 
green and told Colm Montgomerie to 
concede the putt that halved his match 
with Scott Hoch and gave Europe a 14 
1/2-13 1/2 victory. 

“It’s a dream come tru^, not only 
because the Ryder Cup was played in 
Spain but because we won. We won,” 
Ballcstreros said, brushing aside tears 
with both hands. 

Happiness nearly turned to sorrow as 
Ballesteros watched the Americans 
mount one of the great comebacks in 
sports history.
